Dayton's casualty 


list now placed at five hundred to one 


thousand, with total loss of life in 


Ohio probably fifteen hundred. 
Fa­ 


talities at Peru, Indiana, first placed 


at five hundred, now reduced to sixty, 


total in state not exceeding one hund­ 


red. 
Property damage will aggre­ 


gate over one hundred millions. 


Chicago, March 
26.—Reports con­ 
cerning the appalling nature of the 
floods In Ohio and Indiana, which In 
m ost instances it was impossible to 
verify, 
were received 
from 
widely 
scattered sources. 
The most serious 
of these were: 
An unconfirmed report from Spring­ 
field, O., that 5,000 lives had been lost 
at Dayton and 500 at Piqua. 
The mayor of Peru, Ind., reports 
from 200 to 500 dead at that place and 
asks Governor Ralston for provisions, 
clothing and coffins. 
A message received at Phoneton, O., 
that tho reservoir at Hamilton had 
broken and that 1,000 persons had 
been drowned. 
A telephone message from Dayton 
to Phoneton that the vaet plant of the 
National Cash Register company at 
Dayton was on fire. 
An unconfirmed but persistent ru- 
m ar from Marion, Ind., that the Grand 
reservoir at Salina, (J., had gone out, 
causing an unprecedented flood In the 
W abash valley. 


Reports M ay Be Exaggerated. 
Latest reports from Delaware, O., 
said seventy-Ave to one hundred were 
deed, but more conservative figures 
cut these reports in half. 
The telegraph companies In numer­ 
ous instances made unavailing efforts 
to confirm many of these rumors, but 
in few cases wert* able to trace them 
to a definite Bourre. 


Dayton, O., March 26.— Dayton Is 
nothing 
less 
than a seething 
river 
three miles wide, a mile and a half on 
each side of Main street, Its principal 
thoroughfare, while 
it 
is estimated 
that from two to five thousand people 
have perished. 
Gloom reigns supreme. 
The Algon­ 
quin hotel is submerged in w ater up 
to its third story and above this level 
in the downtown district office build­ 
ings, botels and business bouses are 
places of refuge. 
A school building that was known 
to have housed no less than 400 B hoot 
children shortly 
before 
the 
waters 
rushed in that direction is entirely 
submerged aud as tar as can be ascer­ 
tained all of those little ones met a 
watery grave. 
The property loss will total millions 
of dollars. 


Water Twenty Feet Deep. 
The hooded 
district 
comprises a 
prat ileal circle with a radius of a 
mile and a half aud in no place is the 
w ater less than six feet deep, 
in 
M .in street, in the downtown section, 
tl|* water is twenty feet deep, 
The horror of the flooded district is 
heightened by more tiian a dozen fires 
which can be teen* but out of reach 
of the fire fighters. 
Most of the business houses aud 
nearly all of the residences have oc­ 
cupants. 
Downtown the offices are 
filled with men, who are unable lo get 
home, and on the upper floors aud 
some of the roofs of the residences 
are helpless women and children. 
Hundreds 
of 
houses, 
substantial 
buildings, ic. U»e residence, districts. 


many of them 
with helpless occu­ 
pants, have been washed away. 
The number of drowned cannot be 
estimated until the flood subsides. 
St. Elizabeth hospital, with 600 pa­ 
tients, 
was reported to 
have been 
washed away. 
The buildings were 
known to be in many feet of water 
:and indications are that the reto rt 
may prove true. 
Famine became an immediate pos­ 
sibility. 


Threatened W ith Starvation. 
All of the supply and grocery houses 
are in the submerged district and it 
was said there was not enough bread 
to last the survivors another day. 
John H. Patterson, president of the 
National Cash Register company, who 
headed the relief work in the south 
end of the city, sent out an appeal for 
food supplies and for doctors and medi­ 
cine. 
Three thousand homeless were 
housed in the cash register building. 
A Are which started from an explo­ 
sion in the Meyers Ice ("ream com­ 
pany near Wyoming street spread and 
burned 
the 
block 
on 
South 
Park, 
about a b’ >ck from Wyoming. 
An­ 
other big 
re is reported to have 
burned a <J vnfcown block. 
The breaking of the Tarleton reser­ 
voir, which supplies the drinking wa­ 
ter, left the city without water and 
physicians declared there was great 
danger of typhoid in the use of the 
flood water. 
There are no bon ta in Dayton which 
can breast the current and those on 
the outside early gave up attem pts to 
reach the business section. 
How many houses have been swept 
away and how many occupants were 
carried 
to 
their deaths cannot 
be 
learned until the water rec«*dee. 
At Wyoming street, on the south 
side, where the National Cash Regis­ 
ter company centered its efforts at 
rescue, many 
saved their 
lives by 
creeping on a telephone cable, a hun­ 
dred feet above the floor. 


Creep Along Cables to Safety. 


A lineman crept along th*- cables, 
carrying two ropes, to \hlch the flat- 
bottomed boats w'ero attached. 
When 
the flood becnme so fierce that the 
boats no longer were abb* lo make 
w*ay against it men and women crept 
along the cables to safety. 
Trip after trip waa made and b a p 
dr«x1a of the refugees were taken from 
the stretch of houses. 
Then came the path of the flames 
starting at Vine and Main streel 
,t 
Jumped Main street ami the h nisei 
on the other side were soon allan **. 
In the middle of the street were a 
few 
frame 
houses 
that 
had 
bt en 
washed from their foundations. These 
were swirled about for a time and as 
though to ald In the passing of the 
section by fire they were cast into the 
path of the flames. 
Thousands of those who were fortu­ 
nate enough to have escaped the first 
rush of the waters are being fed on 
short ration* aud appeals for help are 
being sent out by many of the leading 
men of the city. 
Those willing to risk their lives In 
the 
attem pt to rescue found them­ 
selves helpless in face of the water. 
Seventy thousand of Dayton's popu­ 
lation, it 1h reported, are homeless. 
The National Cush Register plant, 
which is located on a high hill, offers 
the only hav* n in the South end.

Between 300 and 400 
families are homeless. 
The names of only twenty-eight of 
those believed to be dead have been 
secured. 
Scores of persons are still clinging 
to the tops of trees, roofs of houses 
and other available footings.

lake stations 
have been 
asked for. 
Communication with the main sec­ 
tion of the city is still unobtainable. 
! The number of deaths on that side of 
the city is still unknown. 
A wall of water seven feet high is 
rushing through the main section of 
the city and as the five bridges con- 
| necting the cast and west main sec­ 
tions have been washed away accurate 
estim ates as to the number of dead 
and damage done are impossible.

Cleveland, March 26.—It was esti­ 
mated that several hundred thousand 
J dollars Caruage had been done by the 
flood to the dock and shipping facil­ 
ities along the Cuyahoga river here. 
Several boats broke loose from the 
wharves and fearing that large ships 
might follow suit city officials opened 
the draw of the Superior viaduct so 
that it would not be smashed.

Extent of Disaster Appears More A p­ 


palling Than 
Those W ho 
Studied 


the Result Were W illing to Admit. 


Systematic Relief Bureau Is Orga­ 


nized and Assistance Being Givon 


to Those in Need. 


Omaha, 
March 
26.—For the first 
time since the disastrous tornado of 
Laster Sunday the people of Omaha 
began to count the coat, both in livea 
and dollars. 
When 
a resume was 
made It was apparently more appalling 
than those who had studied the re­ 
sult were willing to admit. 
Not lose than 200 lives were snuffed 
out within the vicinity of the city 
proper and at least fifty persons in 
surrounding towns 
lost their lives. 
Nearly BOO were injured. 
The 
destitution 
was 
augmented 
when nearly three inches of enow fell 
over tho stricken district, making en­ 
tirely 
uninhabitable 
the houses 
of 
many who had prepared to retain tem­ 
porary homes in partially destroyed 
structures. 
But the snow lessened the 
danger of Area starting in the ruins. 
So far as money might relieve, con­ 
ditions were perfect. Tenders of sums 
aggregating 11,000,000 are in the hands 
of city commissioners. 
These offers 
came from nearly every section of the 
country and were made unconditional­ 
ly. 


Burial of Victim s Begins. 
Hearse after hearse wound Its way 
through the wreckage strewn streets 
bearing victims of the tornado to their 
last resting place. 
In all the Catholic churches masses 
were said for the dead. 
Burial of the dead probably will ac­ 
cupy three or four days. 
Every funeral director in the city 
was busy preparing the bodies for 
burial, and the coroner still retains in 
! his rooms eighteen bodies, awaiting 
: either identification or the care of 
; relatives. 
| 
The greatest work was that of or­ 
ganising a systematic relief bureau 
with seven branch stations in the ter- 
! ritory coverer! by the tornado. These 
j stretched over a strip seven miles 
long. 
Those in charge of relief sta- 
I Dons handed out material assistance 
to all comers who were able to show 
they were in need of aid. 
The city and state either have made 
| or prepared to make appropriations 
1 to meet all emergency cast s and re­ 
lief corps are being organized to care 
for every case resulting in destitution. 
In addition to this newspapers and 
' numerous 
other 
institutions 
have 
started subscription 
lists which al- 
• ready bring 
the 
total 
immediately 
available relief to ucarly $2oo,00Q. 


Outside Aid Unnecessary. 
City 
Commissioner 
Ryder 
stated 
that despite offers aggregating nearly 
$1,000,000 Omaha aud Nebraska would 
be able to care for their own. 
He, however, expressed his grate- 
i ful 
appreciation 
for 
these 
offers, 
which, he declared, Indicate the great 
interest the outside world Is taking in 
the city in its distress. 
While the destruction of homes in 
the city was great there was not a 
single large business institution which 
suffered a great Ions. 
The storm took 
its toll entirely from the residential 
, portions of the city and with the ex 
j eeption 
of 
small 
stores, groceries, 
meat m arkets and similar shops tim 
loss to business was immaterial. 
Sanitary conditions were among the 
first considered by tie* city authori­ 
ties.

The Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
road ran trains to Terre Haute, but 
j beyond that point its roadbed was 
washed out and service temporarily 
j abandoned.

and southwest, after making an effort 
to get passengers through to Indian­ 
apolis.

It haw made nearly 
200,000 homeless and has done prop­ 
erty damage of more than $20,060,000. 
Helpless from the first rush of waters, 
which caught the state unprepared, the 
desperate fight made to save lives and 
property seemed inconsequential. 
In many places it was too late to 
avert the overflow of streams, but at­ 
tention was turned to rescuing per­ 
son* trapped in their homos aud he­ 
roic work only has kept down the 
death list. 
The White river uud several creeks 
which surround th** business district 
of Indianapolis, ordinary little streams 
in summer, are raging torrents, sweep­ 
ing everything in their paths. 
When 
the street car service was stopped it 
trapped thousands in the business dis­ 
trict. 


Bridge* Unsafe and Cloaed. 
Some bridges are unsafe aud closed 
to traffic, and the waters sweeping 
over the others defy vehicles and pe­ 
destrian*.

ten persons are sleeping in a room. 
The Y. W. C. A. has been thrown open 
to working girls uud school girls who 
are unable to reach their homes 
The White river levee at Morris 
street went out, submerging hundreds 
of homes, adding 2,000 to the 7,000 
who were homeless here.

of tons of dirt in the levee crumbled 
under the presnro and great walls of 
murky black water rushed through 
the opening.

sheets, tablecloths and bedding. 
Mea, women and children fought 
through the water toward a nearby

The following is an excerpt from j 
a letter written to a friend in this 
city by the mayor of Colorado Springs, * 
Colorado, in response to an inquiry / 
as to the success of that city under 
the commission plan. 
Colorado Springs with a popula­ 
tion of 29,078 is often referred to as 
one having a very progressive form of 
commission 
government 
charter. 
These facts prove interesting just 
now when Brainerd^ charter com­ 
mission is preparing a new sharter 
for this city. 
The mayor writes: 
“ I was elected mayor of Colorado 
Springs in July, 1909, and my term 
of office will expire on May 1st, 1913, 
so that I have been mayor under the 
present charter, termed a commission 
form of government in this city, for 
practically four years. 
‘ ender the present form of gov­ 
ernment we feel that we have made 
many valuable improvenments of a 
public nature; we have reduced the 
bonded debt up to date of $309,000, 
and have appropriated and plan to 
pay $47,000 additional on September 
1st 1913, making a reduction of the 
bonded debt of $356,000 in four years 
and this with a less tax levy than our 
predecessors. 
“ We have done quite a lot of i m- j 
pavements on the water system, have 
laid over twenty miles of new water 
mains, as well as the enlargement of 
the reservoirs in the mountains,"
